Lehigh's  biteresl  in  leather  research  began  Itventy-five  yean 
ago  with  a  modest  contract  for  jundanienlal  work  on  patent 
leather  finishes  and  continued  to  develop  until  today,  under 
the  able  direction  oj  Dr.  Edwin  K.  Theis,  professor  of 
chemistry,  the  University  has  become  one  of  the  two  lead- 
ing   centers   of   collegiate   research   in   leather   technology

THE  Chester  Enameling  Company 
really   started   something   back   in 
1920  and  when  things  start  at  Le- 
high University  they  have  a  habit  of 
going  places. 

Not  that  there  was  anything  un- 
usual about  the  modest  contract  of  the 
Wilmington  enameling  firm  for  fun- 
damental work  dealing  with  patent 
leather  finishes.  But,  building  from 
that  point,  Lehigh  University  in  Beth- 
lehem, Pennsylvania,  has  become  one 
of  the  two  centers  of  collegiate  re- 
search in  leather  technology  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Today,  two  joint  Lehigh  contracts, 
unique  in  the  leather  field  and  involv- 
ing certain  bi-chromate  producers  as 
well  as  three  prominent  upper  leather 
manufacturers,    mark   the   greatest   ad- 


vance in  cooperative  leather  research. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  before 
World  War  I  leather  producers  were 
generally  clinging  with  artistic  pride 
to  their  individual  techniques — handed 
down  from  generation  to  generation. 
The  idea  of  cooperative  scientific  re- 
search at  even  the  most  fundamental 
level  would  have  been  dismissed  as 
unthinkable — especially  if  it  had  in- 
volved a  competitor. 

But  in  justice  to  the  producers,  it 
should  be  noted  that  a  new  era  was 
at  hand.  At  the  time  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity first  took  an  interest  in  leather 
technology,  the  Tanners'  Council  of 
America  was  establishing  its  own  lab- 
oratory at  the  University  of  Cincin- 
nati. Here,  in  the  decade  to  follow, 
George  D.  McLaughlin  was  to  direct 


researches  with  results  that  had  a  far- 
reaching  effect  upon  the  industry. 

Lehigh's  introduction  to  the  leather 
field,  meanwhile,  was  largely  fortui- 
tous. Every  scientific  trend  reflects  the 
interests  of  men  and  at  the  Bethlehem 
institution  it  was  first  Dr.  James  S. 
Long,  professor  of  inorganic  chemis- 
try, who  since  has  become  director  of 
research  for  the  Devoe  &  Raynolds 
Company  of  Louisville. 

Dr.  Long's  forte  was  the  chemistry 
of  oils,  and  the  production  of  a  better 
patent  leather  led.  logically  enough, 
to  Lehigh's  interest  in  tanning  and 
associated  production  problems.  It  was 
in  1927,  however,  that  impetus,  was 
given  to  the  entire  program  by  the 
retaining  of  Dr.  Edwin  R.  Ilieis,  who 
came  to  Lehigh  from  the  Tanners' 
Council  Laborator)-. 
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TT'OR  two  years,  under  the  Univer- 
-*-  sity's  sponsorship.  Dr.  Thcis  in- 
vestigated tlie  so.ikini;  and  limint;  ol 
hides  and  skins  and  a  halt  dozen 
papers  were  piihHshed  on  tlie  findings. 
Accordingly  he  estabhshed  a  policy  of 
fundamental  research  which  has  per- 
sisted throughout  the  growth  of  the 
Lehigh  leather  program.  Commenting 
recently  on  this  point,  he  said,  "The 
real  function  of  university  research  is 
in  those  areas  of  science  basic  to  tech- 
nical applications." 

The  work  did  not  go  imnoticed.  In 
June  of  1929,  Barrett  &  Company  es- 
tablished a  fellowship  at  Lehigh  for 
further  detailed  studies  in  beamhouse 
procedure  and  the  results  of  this  in- 
vestigation w^ere  published  two  years 
later  in  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Leather  Chemists  Association. 

Meanwhile  the  late  H.  V.  Hunt  of 
the  Hunt-Rankin  Leather  Company  al- 
so had  his  eye  on  the  Lehigh  researches 
and  in  the  summer  of  1929  endowed 
two  graduate  fellowships  for  the  study 
of  pickling  and  chrome  tanning  of 
calfskins.  These  were  to  continue 
through  1937  and  Mr.  Hunt  followed 
the  results  with  great  interest  until 
his  death  the  following  year. 

The  National  Oil  Products  Com- 
pany, concerned  with  the  study  of  fun- 
damental principles  directly  applicable 
to  the  tanning  field  and  in  vegetable 
oil  sulfonation,  turned  to  Lehigh  in 
1935.  It  was  the  beginning  of  a  long 
association  with  the  University,  for  the 
two  fellowships  established  at  that 
time  are  still  being  continued  and  the 
data  obtained  over  nine  years  has  been 
extremely  valuable  in  the  production 
of  better  materials  for  the  American 
tanner. 

It  was  the  Hunt-Rankin  grant,  how- 
ever, that  allowed  the  Lehigh  scientists 
to  start  off  in  a  new  direction,  for  in 
1931  a  part  of  these  funds  was  em- 
ployed to  begin  research  on  chrome 
tanning.  Results  exceeded  their  ex- 
pectations and  through  six  depression 
years,  in  the  quiet  of  their  laboratories, 
they  determined  new  standards  and 
techniques  which  were  to  exert  a  strong 
influence  on  future  applications  in  the 
leather  field. 

The  program  had  advanced  to  such 
a  degree  by  1937  that  it  was  necessarily 
reorganized  and  expanded  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Mutual  Chemical 
Company  of  America  which  established 
two    graduate    fellowships.    The    new 


studies  made  under  this  grant  dealt 
with  chrome  liquors  and  their  applica- 
tions in  the  chrome  tanning  field.  Still 
more  papers  appeared  in  the  various 
scientific  journals  and  an  equal  growth 
of  interest  in  the  field  prompted  the 
conclusion  that  the  chrome  tanning 
program  had,  by  1944,  again  grown 
out  of  its  scientific  clothes. 


Improvements  which  will  re- 
sult in  "one  of  the  outstanding 
collegiate  biological  laboratories 
in  the  country"  have  been  -pro- 
vided at  the  University  by  Dr. 
W.  L.  Estes,  Jr.,  '05,  as  a  memor- 
ial to  his  father  the  late  Dr.  W. 
L.  Estes  who  received  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  doctor  of  science 
from  Lehigh  in  1934  and  who 
was  closely  associated  with  the 
University  as  a  lecturer  from 
1883  to  1923. 

In  describing  the  improve- 
ments which  will  be  made  pos- 
sible under  the  grant,  Dr.  Stan- 
ley J.  Thomas,  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  biology,  stated:  "it 
is  almost  impossible  to  adequate- 
ly express  our  appreciation  or  to 
estimate  the  tremendous  value  to 
Lehigh  students  resulting  from 
this  gift." 


TT  WAS  then  that  the  bichromate 
•'-  producers  by  mutual  agreement 
took  a  long  stride  in  the  direction  of 
cooperative  research.  Convinced  that 
selected  projects  may  properly  be  sup- 
ported by  competitors  to  the  common 
advantage  of  the  industry,  the  Mutual 
Chemical  Company  of  America,  the 
Martin  Dennis  Company,  The  Ameri- 
can Cyanamid  &  Chemical  Company, 
and  the  Prior  Chemical  Corporation 
undertook  a  largely  expanded  program 
of  several  fellowships. 

Specifying  that  all  results  of  such 
studies  shall  be  given  freely  to  the 
leather  industry  and  are  to  be  published 
in  accredited  scientific  journals,  the 
chrome  producers  have  underwritten 
the  program  for  the  next  two  years 
and  have  agreed  with  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity that  the  program  may  be  enlarged 
in  the  future. 

But  the  upper  leather  part  of  the 
industry  was  not  to  be  denied  in  the 
Lehigh    picture.    In    1933    the    Seton 


Leather  Company  of  Newark  spon- 
sored .1  fellowship  for  the  study  of 
fundamental  problems  in  this  field. 
Here  again,  data  obtained  were  given 
freely  to  the  industry  and  later  pub- 
lished in  the  journal  of  the  American 
Leather  Chemists'  Association.  In  the 
fall  of  1943  this  particular  program 
was  expanded,  again  through  a  cooper- 
ative agreement.  The  Seton  Leather 
Company,  the  Pfister  iV  Vogel  Tanning 
C^ompany  and  the  S.  B.  I'oot  Tanning 
Company  agreed  upon  a  study  of 
those  tanning  problems  of  interest  to 
the  upper  leather  field  in  general  and 
to  themselves  in  particular.  An  indica- 
tion of  the  scope  of  the  research  is 
the  stipulation  that  it  shall  be  conduct- 
ed on  a  five-year  basis. 

Lehigh  graduates,  too,  have  been 
responsible  for  the  University's  prog- 
ress in  the  leather  research  field.  Ralph 
G.  Steinhart,  Jr.,  of  the  Steinhart 
Leather  Company  of  Newark,  was 
largely  instrumental  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  fellowship  covering  a  five- 
year  study  of  the  tanning  and  finishing 
of  very  light  skins.  Edmund  Claxton, 
a  Lehigh  graduate  of  the  Class  of 
1921,  and  now  director  of  research 
for  the  Armstrong  Cork  Company, 
has  interested  his  firm  in  establishing 
a  research  fund  in  the  field  of  tan- 
ning technology  as  it  relates  to  the 
fabric  of  many  cork  products.  Inter- 
estingly enough,  a  number  of  the 
fundamental  processes  of  this  com- 
pany  demand   tanning. 

f  I  ^HE  Ohio  Leather  Company  of 
•*-  Girard,  Ohio,  has  utilized  Lehigh's 
research  facilities  over  a  long  period 
of  time  and  V.  G.  Lumbard,  presi- 
dent of  the  firm,  has  followed  develop- 
ments with  personal  interest.  Others 
associated  with  the  leather  researchers 
at  Lehigh  include  the  Hooker  Electro- 
chemical Company  of  Niagara  Falls, 
the  Crown  Fur  Dyeing  &  Dressing 
Company  of  Newark,  the  J.  J.  Lowen- 
stein  &  Sons  Company  of  Brooklyn 
and  the  Heyden  Chemical  Company 
of  New  York. 

The  growth  of  the  Lehigh  program, 
embracing  as  it  does  so  many  prob- 
lems common  to  the  leather  field,  re- 
flects not  only  the  interests  but  also 
the  drive  of  its  director,  Dr.  Theis.  In 
his  enthusiasm  for  the  work  he  spares 
himself  least.  Tomorrow's  develop- 
ments are  always  too  near,  too  inviting, 
for  a  change  of  pace — and  the  leather 
industry  will  accordingly  continue  to 
profit  from  a  university's  interest  and 
the  work  of  a  man  who  leads  the  way.

NO  GROUP  is  busier  with  post- 
war plans  than  the  engineer  ed- 
ucators. Last  May  an  important 
committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
motion of  Engineering  Education  is- 
sued a  report  setting  forth  clearly  and 
vigorously  objectives  for  our  technical 
schools  and  outlining  the  means  of 
their  attainment.  This  statement  com- 
mands the  widest  acceptance,  appar- 
ently, and  we  see  on  all  sides  the 
schools    making   plans    in    agreement. 

The  heart  of  all  this  planning  is  the 
decision  that  now  the  time  has  come 
to  regard  engineering  as  a  profession, 
a  calling  involving  "not  only  a  body 
of  knowledge  and  an  elaborate  tech- 
nique but  also  a  clear  and  articulate 
conception  of  social  function  and  duty 
— a  high  degree  of  responsibility  both 
to  client  and  to  society."  It  has  taken 
about  1 5  years  for  this  concept  of  en- 
gineering to  pass  from  the  level  of  lip 
service  to  that  of  genuine  convinced 
adherence  on  the  part  of  our  engineer- 
ing teachers. 

The  advancing  of  our  institutes  of 
technology  to  the  level  of  professional 
schools  is  a  matter  involving  all  of 
their  several  education  departments. 
The  College  of  Engineering  at  Lehigh 
University  is  seriously  studying  all 
that  is  involved  and  is  preparing  the 


necessary  enabling  curricula  changes. 
Besides  this  sweeping  common  problem 
each  individual  branch  of  engineering 
instruction  faces  certain  new  demands 
because  of  anticipated  changes  in  the 
related  industrial  field  or  because  of 
war-time  advances  in  its  branch  of  tech- 
nology. Each  Lehigh  curiculum  direc- 
tor is  now  much  engaged  in  this  two- 
fold planning  project. 

In  common  with  all  their  colleagues, 
professors  of  civil  engineering  are 
criticized  for  having  provided  a  too 
narrowly  restricted,  a  too  elementary 
pre-war  technical  foundation  for  their 
students.  Too  often  our  graduates  have 
failed  to  recognize  the  limitations  of 
their  school  introductions  to  hydraulics 
and  strength  of  materials  and  have 
fallen  into  error  when  the  common  but 
non-elementary  situation  has  con- 
fronted them.  A  more  thorough  basic 
training  in  mechanics  will  henceforth 
be  incumbent  upon  us  for  civil  en- 
gineering students.  This  situation  had 
a  pre-war  rise  and  at  Lehigh  we  have 
already  moved  to  meet  it;  in  the  post- 
war we  may  have  to  move  farther. 

OUR  junior  year  course  in  hydraul- 
ics, dealing  with  incompressible 
water,  will,  in  future,  require  a  larger 
introducing  of  laws   and  concepts   of 


fluid  mechanics,  considering  compres- 
sible fluids  as  the  general  case  and  a 
wide  range  in  viscosity.  We  now  in- 
troduce this  general  material  but  not 
yet  sufficiently. 

We  now  offer  two  courses  in 
strength  of  materials,  the  first  an  ele- 
mentary course  taken  by  all  engineer- 
ing students.  There  is  altogether  too 
much  likelihood  that  those  who  take 
this  first  course  only  may  later  in  prac- 
tice fall  into  such  fits  as  attempting 
to  apply  the  torsional  formula  for 
round  bars  to  those  of  square  sections, 
or  forgetting  the  large  stress  increase 
caused  by  abrupt  changes  in  section. 
The  second  course,  a  relatively  recent 
innovation,  is  required  of  civil  engin- 
eering students  only  and  is  designed  to 
strengthen  their  grasp  of  basic  rela- 
tionships, their  power  of  discrimina- 
tion, and  to  extend  markedly  the  range 
of  subject  matter  covered.  There  are 
signs  of  demand  that  we  go  even 
farther,  basing  our  study  on  elemen- 
tary theor}'  of  elasticit)-  in  order  to 
insure  ability  to  deal  with  the  many 
common  divergencies  from  the  simple 
case.  This  would  require  the  addition 
of  elementary  differential  equations  to 
our  basic  mathematical  sequences,  a 
matter  now  under  study  by  our  Col- 
lege of  Arts   and  Science  in   its  De- 


That  the  College  of  Engineering  is  seriously  studying  changes  to  be  made  in  its  post-icar  educational 
program  is  clearly  evidenced  in  this  article  by  the  able  head  of  the  Civil  Engineering  department 
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partmcnt  of  ^l,ltlK'm.l^ics.  Decisions 
remain  to  he  inadc  hut  it  is  clear  that 
in  the  future  our  work  in  tliis  hasic 
field  will  he  more  rigorous  than  in  the 
past. 

Technological  ad\ances  are  ,uoint; 
to  require  the  modification  of  certain 
of  our  senior  year  professional  tech- 
nical courses.  Two  years  ngo  the  in- 
crca.sed  use  of  timher  construction  em- 
ployiny  modern  joint  connectors  neces- 
sitated the  introduction  of  a  hricf  (2- 
hour)  senior  course.  It  will  very  likely 
not  he  possible  to  abandon  this  after 
the  war  as  we  had  planned. 

Advances  in  welding  will  require 
.some  revamping  in  a  general  course 
in  steel  structures,  perhaps  even  a 
time  addition. 

TT'OR  many  years  this  process  of  the 
-*■  addition  of  technical  material  to  an 
increasingly  overcrowded  curriculum 
has  proceeded.  At  long  last  the  S.  P. 
E.  E.  definitely  moves  to  meet  the  situ- 
ation by  urging  that  some-  of  our  pres- 
ent senior  technical  studies  be  put  in- 
to the  graduate  year.  This  Society  also 
urges  that  our  students  be  differenti- 
ated; the  ordinary  run  of  the  compe- 
tent but  undistinguished  terminating 
their  studies  after  four  years;  the  able 
and  brilliant,  preparing  "for  highly 
creative  engineering  work,  "  planning 
on  from  one  to  three  years  of  graduate 
study. 

If  the  picture  develops  as  thus  sug- 
gested, the  run-of-the-mine  Lehigh 
"civil"  of  the  future  will  have  a  wider 
and  sounder  basic  training  in  mathe- 
matics, science  and  mechanics  than  at 
present  but  a  less  extensive  schooling 
in  technical  applications. 

There  is  great  social  significance  at- 
tached to  the  changes  proposed  by  S. 
P.  E.  E.  in  the  general  education  of  the 
future  engineer — something  of  vital 
importance  in  these  days  of  revolu- 
tionary-  social  crisis. 

Two  major  responsibilities  are  seen 
for  our  schools:  to  the  students  for 
providing  a  program  which  will  help 
them  to  achieve  their  maximum  devel- 
opment, and  to  the  public  "for  seeing 
to  it  that  the  students  emerge  from, 
college  with  an  attitude  and  back- 
ground appropriate  to  effective  citizen- 
ship as  professional  men,  with  a  sus- 
taining interest  in  the  common  wel- 
fare." 

Events  have  shown  one  major  exten- 
sion to  be  needed,  namely,  a  more 
positive  indoctrination  in  civil  and 
professional  responsibilities.  It  is  truly 
significant   when    the   great   fraternity 


of  technologists  so  largely  responsible 
for  the  form  and  spirit  of  western  so- 
ciety announces  sense  of  community 
responsibility  as  a  major  characteris- 
tic of  the  craft. 

The  S.  P.  E.  E.  conceives  of  the  mod- 
ern engineering  curriculum  as  com- 
prising two  carefully  planned  course 
sequences  extending  side  by  side 
through  the  four  college  years:  the 
scientific-technological      branch      com- 
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Historical  prints  and  manu- 
scripts of  early  New  York  City, 
collected  by  the  late  Norman  N. 
Merriman,  '05,  were  recently 
presented  to  the  University  by 
Mrs.  Merriman  at  a  special  cere- 
mony held  in  the  office  of  Dean 
Philip  M.  Palmer,  chairman  of 
the  University's  Administrative 
Committee,  Son  of  the  eminent 
Mansfield  Merriman,  professor 
of  civil  engineering  at  Lehigh 
from  1878  to  1907,  Norman 
Merriman  had  long  collected  art 
and  manuscripts  concerning  New 
York  City  with  the  expressed 
intention  of  presenting  the  ma- 
terial to  his  University. 

Tribute  to  the  donor  was  paid 
during  the  brief  ceremony  by 
Lewis  D.  Rights,  '93,  and  Ar- 
thur T.  Ward,  '13,  friends  of 
the  late  Mr.  Merriman  who  said 
that  the  gift  represents  the  first 
accession  to  the  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity Library  since  the  formation 
of  the  Alumni  Association's  Li- 
brary Committee,  of  which  Rob- 
ert E.  Laramy,  '96,  is  chairman. 


prising  from  75  to  80  per  cent  of  the 
students'  educational  time,  and  the 
humanistic-social  branch,  20  to  25  per 
cent  of  the  time,  a  definite  increase 
on  present  practice.  The  scientific- 
technological  stem  must  be  well  plan- 
ned and  administered  if  the  graduate 
is  to  enter  upon  his  life  career  pre- 
pared to  realize  his  largest  possibili- 
ties in  the  world  of  action ;  the  human- 
istic-social stem  likewise  must  be  well 
planned  and  administered  if  the  grad- 
uate is  to  realize  and  to  render  his  due 
to  the  community. 

T>ECENTLY  the  College  of  Engi- 
•'-'■  neering  of  Lehigh  University  re- 
quested  of   the  College   of   Arts   and 


Science,  or,  more  precisely,  a  commit- 
tee of  the  first  approached  a  commit- 
tee of  the  second,  requesting  its  advice 
as  how  best  to  achieve  ihe  objectives 
set  forth  for  ihc  humanistic-social 
study  .sequence  in  engineering,  and  it 
is  too  early  yet  to  report  an  answer. 
A  project  of  this  sort  is  not  planned 
in  one  month  or  two,  as  will  be  real- 
ized when  these  objectives  are  con- 
sidered. 

The  S.  P.  E.  E.  formulation  lists  six 
objectives  in  the  field  of  the  humani- 
ties: the  gaining  of  an  understanding 
of  the  evolution  of  the  western  social 
order;  competency  to  deal  with  social 
and  economic  problems;  competency 
in  writing  and  speaking;  some  ac- 
quaintance with  great  literature  and 
its  social  significance;  "development 
of  moral,  ethical  and  social  concepts 
essential  to  a  satisfying  personal  phil- 
osophy, to  a  career  consistent  with 
the  public  welfare,  and  to  a  sound 
professional  attitude";  a  zeal  for  con- 
tinued interest  and  study  in  this  field. 
It  is  to  be  noted  how  far  removed 
are  these  objectives  from  the  common 
misinterpretation  of  former  years  which 
spoke  in  terms  of  "culture  and  enrich- 
ment of  personality."  Today  the 
schools  perceive  that  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  the  humane  studies 
their  students  are  to  be  prepared  for 
service  to  the  common  life. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  in 
American  colleges  to  achieve  these  or 
comparable  objectives.  At  Hobart  and 
William  Smith  Colleges  a  four-year 
study  of  responsible  citizenship  was 
required  of  all  students  in  their  pre- 
war program,  a  giving  of  one-fifth  of 
the  students'  time  to  the  study  of  ap- 
plied social  science.  In  Columbia  Col- 
lege, for  a  quarter  century,  all  stu- 
dents have  studied  the  development  of 
western  social  institutions  and  ideas 
with  special  attention  to  American 
economic  and  political  institutions. 
The  meagre  information  as  yet  avail- 
able would  indicate  that  many  of  our 
technical  schools  are  gaining  inspir- 
ation for  their  planning  from  Colum- 
bia. We  of  Lehigh  are  studying  this 
long-tried  and  successful  approach  to 
the  problem  of  orienting  young  men 
in  the  community  life  of  which  they 
are  part.  We  cannot  yet  say  how  in 
detail  we  shall  set  up  our  courses,  but 
of  this  we  are  convinced:  the  survival 
of  our  democracy  depends  upon  the 
devotion  and  the  social  intelligence  of 
our  leadership.  We  hope  that  increas- 
ingly our  engineers  will  qualify  for 
this  position  in  society.

Sir  Williara  Temple  in  his  famous 
monographs  of  Conora  the  centenarian. 
Doge,  Engineer,  and  man  of  affairs, 
connotes  many  interesting  details  of 
that  extremely  interesting  personality. 

If  I  am  right,  Conora  was  given  up 
by  his  able  physicians  as  a  poor  speci- 
men of  health  with  no  hopes  for  at- 
taining longer  life  when  he  was  in  his 
sixties.  Conora  did  not  think  so.  He 
said,  "I  will  show  them."  Somewhat 
like  Columbus.  Maybe  some  or  all  of 
us  may  take  a  tip   from   him. 

Conora  writes  that  his  diet  was  kept 
to  one  half  its  forraer  intake,  and  that 
his  drinking  became  or  continued  sen- 
sibly and  temperately,  and  that  he 
mixed  with  younger  men  to  refresh  his 
views  on  life  and  enterprise  in  gen- 
eral. At  the  age  of  106  he  passed  on, 
having  written  every  ten  years  a 
statement  for  posterity  describing  his 
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Engineering  Bluepkints  of  the  past,  and  the  records 
of  the  Products  made  from  these  Blueprints  often  in- 
dicate to  farmers  what  they  can  rightfully  expect  from 
the  blueprints  of  the  future  of  any  company.  During 
the  war,  MM  has  an  outstanding  record  in  producing 
many  precision  weapons  and  parts  for  the  armed 
services.  By  doing  these  things  for  the  war  effort,  MM 
has  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  our  country  and 
worked  for  every  fighting  man  on  the  battlefronts.
